Excellent Material. 


From the astundpoint of- the 
Dominions, British population, 
provided it) vere sound, 
ous, and equal to the ealla of a 
new country, was both socially 
and politically the best material 
with which to enlarge the Stute. 

After 30 years of controversy 
the nation here undoubtedly ex- 
pected some very considerable 
measure of Imperial preference to 
be achieved; and in the Dominions 
the long-sustained hope that this 
country would modify. 
policy in the direction of eompre- 
hensive and effective preference 
to Empire yooda had taken to it~ 
self new strength. 

Sir Edward, discussing — the 
broad lines of which a system of 
close Imperial ¢o-oneration in 
trade and industry might best be 
carried out, said that 
principle was that each country 
should aim at the balance of ex- 
port and import beat suited to its 
own development. It would be 
idle for any country to attempt to 
force some Hne of production in 


which, at any rate after a limit-, 


ed period, it could not compete 
effectively with the world price. 
It would be equally wrong 
for any country to deny itself 
for the sake of Imperial co- 
operation some line of produc: 
tion in which it could effec- 
tively supply its own market 
at something not entirely out 
of keeping with the world 
price. They needed steady 
and natural, not hothouse, de- 
velopment. , Artificial arrange- 
ments would inevitably brenk 

down, . 

Change in Trade Policy. 

The change of trade policy in 
thia country. might well be a turn- 
ing-point towards a more rational 
trade policy throughout the-world. 
The course pursued by the nations 
of the Empire would be the test. 
“There were hundreds of  ex- 
amples int which 
the advantage both of the 
Dominions and ourselves that co- 
operative should be preferred to 
competitive development.

Was it not possible that difficulties 
might be greatly mitigated, if not 
entirely’ overcome, by entrusting 
the settlement of large tracts of 
[country to something in the 
nature of the old chartered com- 
panics, with certain guarantees 
from both the oversea and the Bri- 
itish Government? 
Large Empty Spaces. 

There were available in parts 
of Canada, Australia, and Africa 
very large empty spaces where 
such companies could operate with 
good prospects of success. | Can- 
terbury, in New Zealand, had been 
settled, broadly speaking, on those 
The Rhodesias, now mov- 
ing steadily forward, had been 
brought into existence by Rhodes’s 
i Chartered Company. 

Why not chartered com- 
panies again? They were a 
great English instrument, 
which might still make history 

“in the future as they had 
made it in the past, given 
steady support and enlighten- 
ed supervision by Govern- 
ments, 

Their Chairman (Mr. Ormsby 
Gore) had ealled attention in hia 
valuable Report on the West Afri- 
can Colonics, issued in 1926, to 
the diMculties with which native 
production was being faced by or- 
ganised compefition from other 
purta of the world. 

A salicnt example was the 
palm-ofl industry, which had .to 
compete on primitive native Hnea 
with highly systematic plantation 
production in the East. . 

Whatever native industry they 
considered, palm-oil, ground-nuts, 
cotton, hides and. skins, better or- 
gunisation in the way of stand- 
ardising and marketing was un- 
doubtedly required.

The modern “Approach 
bid in a Minor or Major suit, 
particularly on a hand containing & 
singleton or weak donbtleton, is not 
favoured. They prefer in the pro- 
vinees to attack, not approach, and 
attack at onee with their heaviest 
guns, . 


Quick Tricks Not Essential. . 


In the matter of original | bids 
there is often a hearty contempt for 
quick tricks; aces, kings, and queens 
are not regarded ‘23 nt all essential, 
The term “quick trick” is rarely 
heard, und, indeed, very im- 
perfectly understood. If an open- 
ing bidder thinks he can make one, 
two, or three spades on a hand, he 
bids it regardless of any honour 
atrength; six spades to the King 
and an outside Queen is quite a 
usual opening bid. : 


Last, but not least, an original bid 
of Two in a suit to show a big weak 
suit and little else fs very much in 
favour. I had‘imaogined this bid 
had diced a natural death years ag0;

ference, is divided into distinét races, each with its own particular 
racial characteristics. The Northern and the Latin Group of coun- 
tries offer a splendid iNustration, In the past differences have been 
most constant and rivalries most pronounced, The Northern out-) 
look on life his been to trust their neighbours until aiven reason 
not 1o. ‘The Latin races, on the other hand, appear to base their 
lives, their legislation, and their national politics on the general 
principle of mistrust. 

Compare the two in regard to the all-important question of 
disarmament —- the Northern races have practically disarmed 
whilst the Latin races are endeavouring to camouflage their real 
strength. They may make a great display of having reduced: con-

What wenther conditions do we 
find? An cconomic depression 
centred about Kurope, A finnn- 
cinl storm about to break over Ger- 
many. A political gale of some 
intensity developing over Britain. 
And the United States experienc- 
ing inclement weather conditions. 

Coming out Kast, cyclonic poli- 
tieal conditions prevail over India.

Ino the Farther 
Rast, over China, the clouds have 
burst, ‘for large “tracts of — the 
country are flooded; and. civil war, 
once again, is threatening, On 
the horizon) dark clouds, -war 
clouds, are. missing. They grow 
blacker and “bocome nore menne- 
ing as the days and weeks slip 
by. Occasional flashes of forked 
lightning are revealed, There is 
cause for alarm for those who can} 
read the signs ef the times aright. 

Confining attention to the Far 
East, let us wateh the development 
of affairs and follow the course 
events took. We shall not essay 
to trace the roots of the dispute 
between China and Japan, For, 
as Mr. George Bronson’ Ren saya,! 
in the Far Bustern Revtew:— 

They are, ' 

“embedded deeply in’ the 
events of the past, n puzzle of 
secret trenties, railway ugree- 
ments, loans, juridical rights, 

investments, security and a 

host of other compHeations in- 

extricably mixed up with a 

paper sovereignty on one side 
‘and national honour, dignity 

and defence on the other, all 
making a case that seems al- 
most beyond the power of the 
human mind: to disentangle 
with justice to cither side.” 

But. let us go back to July and 
August for a while. - In these

DRUG TRAFFIC. ;

The close of the recent 
land, was the last scene of

trial in Basle, Switzer- 
one of the most extra- 


ordinary detective episodes of modern times. 


Act 1 started in Egypt more thant 
tivo years ago. Mr. Grunberg was 
a Roumanian who earned his living 
in Cairo a8 a printer, and a house 
decorator, Russoll Pasha, the 
hend of the Cairo Police, first be- 
gan to take an intercst in his 
movemonts when white drugs were 
discovered in a consignment of 
wall-paper which reached him 
In October, 1929, 
out of ofght cases of powdered 
glue which arrived at. tho Cairo 
Customs, 24 tins contained a de- 
rivative of heroin. Grunberg was 
sentenced to six months’ impri- 
sonment. 

The story might have ended 
here but for tho fact that Russcll 
Pasha was a firm belfever In, in- 
tergational co-operation through 
the League of Nations, He.sup- 
plied the League’ with the first 
links in o long chain of evidence 
which were patiently. connected 
during the succeeding. monthe. 
Tho powdered glue was manufac- 


tured by the firm of Adolf Padrutt: 


lin Basle.’ Enquiries showed Adolf 
Padrutt to be above suspicion.

TRIBUTES ALL ROUND. 


Governor’s Error OF 
Jndgment. 


London, Yesterday. 
. A ‘trenchant report has Heda 
issued, following the Home Office: 
ondulty, ‘ ree 
Zhe report substanttates 

suspicion, that the cuneate 
mutiny ‘was concerted with per- — 
sons outside the prison with a 
view to helping the convicts to 
escape, . 


The ‘report. condemns Da 
moor ay an Unsuitable prison to 
which to confine prisoners of the 
dangerous modern type, largely 
composed: of young, reckless 
motor-bandits and gangsters. 


Nevertheless, the mutiny di 
not arise through prison Pate 
istration, ‘AN the officers. are 
loyal and efficient, although a 
very small number were guilty 
of “irregularities and worse.” 


The report pays tribute to the 
great bravery and loyalty of 
many of the convicts, and de- 
j elares that very few of tho pri-— 
isoners had murderous inten- 
tions, ; 

Governor Roberts, the report. 
says, has been an excellent ad- 
ministrator ‘who, however, docs 
not. posses3 an exceptionally 
strony character which might 
have enabled him to quell the 
growing disorder by force of per-. 
sonality, é é
